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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 49-96 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) as being anticipated by Beyers, II et al. (US 5,235,619). 

Beyers does teach the pluralities of frequencies are sent from a server (headend) to a client (set top terminal) on col. 1 1 on lines 1 1-38 
and 64-67 and col.13, lines 30-32. Beyer discloses a plurality of notifications on col.9, lines 25-27, col.11, lines 66-68 and col. 19, line 5 
and also discloses continuous or simultaneous communication (col. 19, line 4). Further, the last limitation of claim 49 is discussed in 
COL.17, lines 63-COL18, line 17 and COL19, lines 55-67. 

Applicant only indicated that certain limitations for certain claims were not disclosed by Beyer and made no arguments other than this. 
The Examiner maintains the previous rejection and that Beyer does disclose what is claimed. 
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
